rcBarded as an authoritative source ot Irish 
opinion. 

He usually rewards his questioners with 
some pretty sharp answers, too. But the logic 
ot his opinion on the Irish neutrality dispute 
la dull. 

Mr. Shav says that to Impose economic 
sanctions upon Eire would be an tnsutt to all 
Irishmen In the Allied military forces. It Is 
dirflcult to (ollotv his reasonlnc The righting 
Irish In the British army have already made 
a choice that repudlatta their country's poli- 
cy. Neither this countrj" nor Brltnln has ob- 
jected to Eire's stated policy of neutrality. 
Neither Is trj-lng to force Eire Into war. What- 
ever diplomatic prcssur* may be brouaht to 
bear wlU bo used only to Implement a rea- 
Honabla request that Eire's neutrality be as 
strict In fact as It Is In statement. 

Mr. Shaw also, feels that sanctions are 
"quite Inexcusable." He does not say why. and 
certainly a reason tor that statement would 
be hard to find. Both the United States and 
Brltoln have endured the presence of a largo 
nazi diplomatic corps In Dublin during critical 
months of preparation for the Rreatcsl mili- 
tary undertaking In hlstorj-. They have en- 
dured It with great patience. While the dip- 
lomatic corps and Its agpnts had access to 
England and the American Installations In 
Ulster. 

All the talk about the lone Irish- American 
friendship has been Idle. This Is not a quarrel 
with the Irish people, but with the stubborn 
unreasonable attitude of Mr, De Valcra'a gov- 
emment. ThLi is a case of vital military ur- 
gency. 

Mr. De Valera has been able to defy two 
great world powers l>ecauso hta confidence 
in their decency assurw him that they will 
not Invade and overrun his country. 

Certainly 11 must bo as clear to Mr, De 
Valera and hts people as It Is to everyone el.-Je 
that a speedy and successful conclusion of 
this war depends upon the second front: that 
the second front depends upon secrecy and 
surprise: that a handful of nacls In Eire 

could thwart both these elements of sue 

If lett to pursue their present tacUcs up to 
the moment ol Invasion. 

It must also be clear to Mr, Do Valera and 
the Irish that they have nothinj to gain from 
a Oerman vlclory or even a negotiated peace. 

Hatred of England docs not prove that Eire 
has anything to lose from an Engll.ih victory. 
II Mr, De Valera and his government cinnot 
understand this, then some means beyond 
polite and patient requests axe definitely In 
order.
